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Business Activity for the 4-week period ending Sep- 
tember 20 was down 2 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 
8 per cent from the corresponding period in 1957 and for 
the first 8 months of the year was 10 per cent below last 
year according to the New York Times activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
up 2 per cent from the previous 4 weeks but were 11 per 
cent below the corresponding period in 1957, and for the 
first 8 months of the year were 19 per cent below last year. 

Commercial Failures for the 4 weeks ending September 
20 were down 13 per cent from the previous 4 weeks and 
4 per cent from the corresponding period in 1957, but for 
the first 8 months of the year were 11 per cent above last 
year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were down 6 per 
cent in August from July, were fractionally below August 
1957, and for the first 8 months of the year were 1 per cent 
below last year. 

Total Personal Income dropped 1 per cent in August 
from July but was 1 per cent above August 1957, and for 
the first 8 months of the year was 1 per cent above last 
year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index was up 8 per cent in August from July 
but was 6 per cent below August 1957, and for the first 8 
months of the year was 10 per cent below last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 45 per cent in Au- 
gust from July but was 21 per cent below August 1957, and 
for the first 8 months of the year was 23 per cent below 
last year. 

Steel Production was up 13 per cent in August from July 
but was 21 per cent below August 1957, and for the first 8 
months of the year was 35 per cent below last year. 
The steel industry operated at 54 per cent of capacity in 
August. 

Retail Sales were up 3 per cent in August from July but

Agricultural Income in August was down 18 per cent 
from July but was 3 per cent above August 1957, and for 
the first 8 months of the year was 5 per cent above last 
year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was up 52 per cent in Au- 
gust from July but was 20 per cent below August 1957, 
and for the first 8 months of the year was 31 per cent be- 
low last year. 

Retail Sales were up 1 per cent in August from July but 
were 8 per cent below August 1957, and for the first 8 
months of the year were 7 per cent below last year. 

Department Store Sales were up 6 per cent in August 
from July but were 3 per cent below August 1957, and 
for the first 8 months of the year were 2 per cent below 
last year. 

New Passenger Automobile Registrations in 51 counties 
were down 7 per cent in August from July, 34 per cent 
from August 1957, and 31 per cent for the first 8 months of 
the year. 

New Truck Registrations in 50 counties were up 1 per 
cent in August from July but were 28 per cent below Au- 
gust 1957, and for the first 8 months of the year were 27 
per cent below last year. 

Used Car Registrations in 41 counties were down 4 per 
cent in August from July, 12 per cent from August 1957, 
and 12 per cent for the first 8 months of the year.

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AKRON 


Manufacturing employment and payrolls gained 2 
per cent in August over July, but total employment 
decreased 1 per cent due to a drop in trade, service, 
and utilities employment. Total payrolls in August 
were 1 per cent higher than payrolls in July. Com- 
pared with August 1957, all employment and payrolls 
showed declines in the current period. 


Retail sales in August were down 2 per cent from 
sales in July and 12 per cent from sales in August 
1957. 

August bank debits declined 7 per cent from July 
debits and 4 per cent from August debits last year. 


Industrial power consumption showed an increase 
of 8 per cent over July, but showed a decrease of 12 
per cent from August a year ago. 


CANTON 


Both manufacturing employment and manufactur- 
ing payrolls were up in August over July, but both 
current figures were about four-fifths of the August 
levels in 1957. Total employment and payrolls in- 
creased from July to August, despite substantial 
drops in construction employment and payrolls. 

August retail sales were 12 per cent higher than 
July sales, but were 17 per cent lower than year- 
ago August sales. 


Bank debits in August declined 10 per cent from 
debits in July and 9 per cent from debits in August 
last year. 


CINCINNATI 


Total employment in August was 1 per cent above 
employment in July, but was 8 per cent below em- 
ployment in August 1957. Total payrolls were up 3 
per cent over the previous month, but were down 
7 per cent from the same month in 1957. The only 
decline from July occurred in trade, service, and 
utilities employment. 


August retail sales rose 5 per cent over July sales, 
but declined 1 per cent from August sales a year ago. 


Bank debits in August fell 10 per cent below the 
July index and 1 per cent below the August index 
in 1957. 


The steel industry operating rate averaged 67 per 
cent of capacity in August—a rise of 20 points over 
the July average. 


CLEVELAND 


Changes in total employment and payrolls from 
July to August were fractional, but total employ- 
ment dropped 17 per cent and total payrolls dropped 
19 per cent from year-ago August figures. Both 
employment and payrolls in manufacturing were up 
1 per cent in August over July, but both were down 
more than 20 per cent from August 1957. 


Sales of 201 retailers were 2 per cent lower in 
August than in July and 13 per cent lower than in 
August last year. 


August bank debits decreased 7 per cent from July 


debits and 11 per cent from August debits a year 
ago.

COLUMBUS 

Manufacturing employment in August was 3 per 
cent higher than in July, and manufacturing payrolls 
in August were 10 per cent higher than in July. Both 
manufacturing employment and manufacturing pay- 
rolls in August were 20 per cent lower than corre- 
sponding figures in 1957. The only gains over Au- 
gust 1957 were 3 per cent gains in trade, service, 
and utilities payrolls and construction payrolls. 

Retail sales in August were 3 per cent above sales 
in July, but were 2 per cent below sales in August 
1957. 

Bank debits in August increased 9 per cent over 
debits in both July 1958 and August 1957. 

The value of building permits in August was down 
12 per cent from July, but was up 85 per cent over 
August last year. 


DAYTON 

Total employment in August decreased 2 per cent 
from employment in July and 14 per cent from em- 
ployment in August 1957. Both construction figures 
were higher in August than in July, and trade, serv- 
ice, and utilities employment was fractionally high- 
er than in July. Largest per cent declines from 
year-ago August occurred in construction. 

August retail sales were 1 per cent higher than 
July sales, but were 4 per cent lower than August 
sales in 1957. 

Bank debits in August dropped 11 per cent below 
debits in July and 4 per cent below debits in August 
last year. 


TOLEDO 


All lines except trade, service, and utilities em- 
ployment increased from July. Total employment 
and total payrolls were up 3 per cent and 7 per cent, 
respectively, from previous month figures. The 
greatest rise from July occurred in manufacuring 
payrolls. 

Retail sales in August were 3 per cent higher 
than July, but dropped 12 per cent from last year. 

In bank debits, a decline of 1 per cent occurred 
from both July 1958 and August 1957. 

Consumption of industrial power increased 7 per 
cent from the previous month and 5 per cent from 
the consumption index of August last year. 


YOUNGSTOWN 


Total employment increased 1 per cent from July, 
but dropped 19 per cent from year-ago August. To- 
tal payrolls increased fractionally from the previous 
month, but were 22 per cent below August 1957 
figures. The only decreases from July 1958 were in 
trade, service, and utilities employment and payrolls. 
All categories were lower this August than in Au- 
gust 1957. 

August retail sales were up 2 per cent from July, 
but were 11 per cent below last August. 

Bank debits dropped from both July 1958 and Au- 
gust 1957 periods of comparison with changes of 7 
per cent and 17 per cent, respectively. 

Industrial power consumption rose 7 per cent 
over July consumption, but declined 4 per cent from 
consumption a year ago. 
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Recession and Recovery in Ohio Cities 


The events of the past 11 months have demonstrated, 
if any demonstration was needed, that none of the large 
Ohio cities is by any means “recession-proof.” 

However, as is well known, the economic bases of the 
eight cities differ in composition and nature, and there is, 
therefore, considerable variation in the reaction to re- 
cession among the cities. In fact, notwithstanding the 
generally sharper and more severe decline in this recession 
than in the previous two postwar recessions, several Ohio 
cities showed a surprisingly good resistance to recession. 

The table below summarizes for each of Ohio’s 8 largest 
cities, and for the state as a whole, recent fluctuations in 
some of the leading economic indications carried regularly 
in the Bulletin. The 1957-58 recession began in the United 
States in July or August, 1957 and in Ohio possibly a 
month or two later, generally; and the recovery movement 
had only progressed moderately by August 1958. The 
first eight months of 1957, therefore, represent pre-re- 
cession levels of activity for the most part; and the first 
eight months of 1958 represent a period around the ap- 
parent recession trough. The 8 months year-to-date com- 
parisons, although not precisely measuring the extent of 
recession decline in the various cities, may be taken as a 
fairly accurate measure of the relative differences among 
the cities in the period of decline and initial recovery. 


Most Stable Cities 

Of the eight Ohio cities, Cincinnati and Columbus ap- 
pear to have been the least affected by recession decline. 

Cincinnati leads all the cities in stability of retail sales 
—in fact was the only city to maintain an increase in 
sales volume over ’57 pre-recession levels. It also had the 
lowest decline in automobile sales, and next-to-lowest de- 
clines in manufacturing payrolls and total payrolls. 

Columbus vies with Cincinnati for the best showing of 
the 8 largest Ohio cities in the 1957-58 recession. Total 
payrolls dropped only 8 per cent in the first 8 months in 
Columbus, compared with a 10 per cent decline in Cin- 
cinnati, Dayton and Toledo, an average of 13 per cent in 
All-Ohio, and 14 to 27 per cent in Akron, Canton, Cleve- 
land, and Youngstown. In total retail sales and in new 
car sales Columbus ranks second only to Cincinnati. 

In building activity Columbus is in a class by itself 
among Ohio cities—and almost, in the nation. In the first 
8 months of 1958 the value of building permits issued in 
Columbus was up 67 per cent from year-ago levels, com- 
pared with gains of 10 per cent in Youngstown and 1 per 
cent in Toledo, and declines in other Ohio cities ranging 
from 12 per cent in Dayton to 32 per cent in Cincinnati. 
In absolute value of building permits in 1958 Columbus 
is said to rank 7th among all U. S. cities. 

In industrial activity, however, Columbus’ recession 
record is somewhat less lustrous. In the first 8 months of 


1958 Columbus manufacturing payrolls shrank 18 per 
cent from the like period of 1957, compared with first- 
ranking Dayton’s —12 per cent and Cincinnati’s —15 
per cent. The other 5 largest Ohio cities, though, had de- 
clines in manufacturing payrolls of 19 to 35 per cent. 

Dayton also felt the 1957-58 recession less acutely than 
some other Ohio cities. Dayton’s total payrolls were down 
only 10 per cent, manufacturing payrolls only 12 per cent, 
and retail-sales only 4 per cent in the 8 months of 1958. 
Less Stable Cities 

The largest declines, in this recession as in most others, 
occurred in those Ohio cities which have concentrations 
of the heavy goods industries—especially steel and basic 
metals, heavy machinery and other producers’ capital 
equipment. Since in this recession the demand for both 
producers’ and consumers’ durable goods was cut more 
than in previous postwar recessions by the simultaneous 
curtailment of government defense spending, business in- 
vestment in new plant and equipment, and consumer 
spending for new durables, especially automobiles, the 
impact on Ohio in general and a number of Ohio cities 
was acute. 

Thus in the first 8 months of 1958, manufacturing pay- 
rolls dropped 19 to 35 per cent in Toledo, Akron, Cleve- 
land, Canton and Youngstown, and an average of 18 per 
cent in Ohio as a whole. Total payrolls were down 14 to 
27 per cent in Akron, Cleveland, Canton and Youngstown, 
compared with 13 per cent in Ohio as a whole. In these 
cities, resultant declines in retail sales, auto sales, building 
permits, etc. were most substantial. 

Recession Timing 

After allowance is made for usual seasonal changes, the 
apparent pre-recession highs and recession lows in the 8 
Ohio cities show approximately a 3-month disparity. In 
Akron and Cleveland, as measured by total payrolls, the 
cycle peak was apparently in July, 1957; in Cincinnati 
‘in August. In the other cities the peak was in September 
or October. The recession low was earlier in the earlier- 
peak cities, and in Youngstown, coming in April, 1958. In 
Columbus and Dayton the recession low was not reached 
until July or August (the low to date for Dayton). 

The degree of recovery to date also shows wide variation 
among the 8 Ohio cities. With the lowest level in total 
payrolls not reached until August, Dayton has to be re- 
corded as zero recovery to date; in Cleveland about 14 
per cent of the recession decline in total payrolls had been 
recovered by August, 1958; in the other 6 cities the re- 
covery ranges from 20 per cent in Akron to 44 and 46 
per cent in Cincinnati and Toledo. For the state as a 
whole total payrolls by August 1958 had recovered about 
27 per cent of the decline that occurred from September, 
1957 to May, 1958. —James C. Yocum
